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WINDOVER, UTAH, Nov. 8, 1971 — 
The Honda Hawk, attempting to set a 
world land speed record, has had a brief 
setback after showing its potential 
Sunday. 

The streamlined machine hit some 
soft salt while making a high-speed run 
today and went into a power slide 
which couldn't be corrected. The 
mechanics are preparing the machine 
again with hopes at bettering the record 
of 265 mph set last year by 
Harley-Davidson. 

Sunday, the Hawk covered the mile 
strip in one direction at a blistering clip 
of 285 mph. This is not a record, 
however, since it went in only one 
direction and two runs are required for 
the mark. 

Earlier, the streamliner had low-speed 
handling problems but those have been 
corrected. 

AMA official on hand and reporter 
for Cycle News, Bruce Flanders, 
commented today that if the Honda 
Hawk is going to set a land speed record 
he believes it will occur within the next 
few days. 
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WORTHINGTON, O., Oct. 30, 1971 — 
The Federation Internationale 
Motocycliste, the world governing body 
for the sport of motorcycle road racing 
rules entitled “Formula 750” during the 
final session of the 1971 F.I.M. World 
Congress, the AMA reported today. 

Formula 750, developed and 
proposed by England's Auto-Cycle 
Union and the AMA, is based on the 
kind of racing for large, modified 
production machines up to 750cc's that 
has evolved in the United States on such 
circuits as Daytona, Talladega and 
Ontario. England adopted the Formula 
on a national level during 1971, then 
joined with the United States to seek 
world recognition for 1972. 

The F.I.M.’s adoption of Formula 
750 will permit international events to 
be sanctioned for the class beginning 
Jan, 1972. 

ACU delegate Nevill Goss, 
commented that he expects Formula 
750 to be enthusiastically received by 
Western European countries during 


1972. Goss said, "I expect Germany and 
Italy to hold some meetings, and 
possibly the Scandinavian nations as 
well." 

Russ March, Executive Director of 
the AMA, foresees a great increase in 
manufacturer interest as well. March 
stated, “By receiving world status, 
Formula 750 becomes the type of 
motorcycle racing that practically every 
nation can become involved in. 

“For example, we already see 
indications of Italian manufacturers 
entering these events that have long 
been supported by British, American 
and Japanese manufacturers. At least 
three Italian factories are developing 
bikes acceptable and competitive for 
this Formula." 

It is the combined opinion of the 
AMA and ACU delegates that world 
recognition of Formula 750 places the 
motorcycle sport on the threshold of 
previously unthought-of acceptance, 
prestige and growth throughout North 
America, England and Europe.

By Charles Clayton 
RIVERSIDE, .CAL., Nov. 7, 1971 — I 
paid my seven dollars to the lady with 
Sportsman Racing Association stencilled 
on her bosom and she handed me a 
white picnic plate permanently defaced 
with the number 16W (or was it M91?)

With some tape borrowed from a 
fellow racer (I like that phrase), I 
fastened the plate to the headlight of 
my motorcycle. Waiting on the starting 
line for my chance on the course gave 
me ample opportunity to reflect upon 
why I, an out-of-shape publisher, was 
riding my first Grand Prix race. 

Well, mainly, thé ads promised a 
trophy. to every finisher, and the only 
other trophy in my collection is one I 
had to assemble myself (“fold along

admirer of the SRA since it first started 
throwing races for beginners. 

How I used to long for an opportunity 
to enter motorcycle competition 
gradually, as it were, on my all-purpose 


bike, without the attendant risk, 
expense and frustration of the 
conventional route, wherein naive 


beginners are propelled along the same 
terrain that the best Experts must find 
challenging enough for their prodigious 
conditioning. 

When the SRA offered me and every 
other would-be hotshoe a chance to mix 
it up with others of our age and stage, 
how could I refuse? Besides, a Grand 
Prix! Dirt and pavement. At Riverside 
Raceway, as familiar to me as Bre'r 
Rabbit's briar patch.

oth pavement gave plenty of recuperation time between stretches 


Judging from. the lineup, it looked 
like about 1,500 others (actually 1,271) 
felt the same way. I was pleased to find 
lots of beginners in worse shape, riding 
less competitive equipment than me. 
There were even two Super Hawks 
competing with street tires yet. The 
butterflies that I used to get when I 
tried to race, which used to swiftly 
flutter up and carry me over the 
handlebars, were mercifully at rest. 

For some reason my trusty scooter 
refused to start when everyone else’s did 
and so I was last away, with what 
remained of 45 racing minutes ahead. 
But I was passing guys before even 
reaching the course. This fun already! 
Turning on to the circuit, the casualties 
lay all about. Worse riders than I, if that 
can be imagined. I carefully opened the 





throttle a quarter and plunged into the 
dust, both brakes smoking. 

Is this what comes of trail riding with 
Ron Schneiders? I was passing loud 
expansion chambers on either side. 
Easy. A couple of miles and the dirt 
turned into Riverside’s famed road race 
course, where I hoped all my years of 
testing bikes there would be an 
advantage, but SRA had cleverly 
reversed the direction. 

Even so, I gathered in many of my 
dirt riding betters on the unfamiliar (to 
them) asphalt and forced them to repass 
me back on the powder. 

Thus it went for about 15 minutes as 
I silkily insinuated myself into the 
middle of the pack. The leaders were in 
sight. I actually flashed winning. Alas, 
when ego arrived, the spark went. I 


whipped out the plug and shaved its 
whisker and took up the chase again, 
repassing some of those who had 
repassed me. 

Reread the previous sentence two 
more times, for that's how — ' often 
the drill had to be performed before I 
streaked across the finish line, the last 
to take the checkered flag. 

Was I pumped up! The rest of the 
afternoon I must have bored seventeen 
audiences as I bench raced the entire 
eight laps with full orchestration for any 
poor soul within range. I was proud that 
I hadn't fallen off and wasn't even tired. 
Finally someone suggested that we 
sneak a ride in the last event of the day. 
He had observed that for all their 
efficiency, the SRA wasn't checking 
numbers on the start. 

I decided that such a ruse would be 
less than honest and besides I had better 
not push my luck. I hope the trophy the 
SRA give me won't have to be cut out 
and folded like my other one, and I 
hope they have another Grand Prix just 
like this one soon.

This year they finally came up 
with a trémendous idea of colors to 
denote classes, etc. Now, next year they 
want to mess things up again. Why can’t 
they leave. a good thing alone??!! I 
realize that we'll have a new division, 
but why can't they show this new 
division in red and white and use an “x” 
as used for the present lightweight 
division? 

Secondly, we have previously written 
to the committee on two separate 
occasions about things that we were 
very unhappy about. Both times we 
were told that letters just don’t get it, 
that if we wanted to be heard, an 
appearance in person was the only way 
we could be assured of. being heard. 


" Even then they might not do anything 


about the complaint. I'd call this 
anything but the democratic way. 

Next we come to our “open 
Sundays” next year. What a lame, lame 
excuse the district uses to whitewash 
the fact that someone, such as any one 
of the independent profit making racing 
associations or some other such 
organization, must have put the pressure 
on to get those Sundays opened again. I 
would think it would have been quite 
obvious to the district committee that 
the desert riders like racing every 
Sunday. There has never been less than 
325 riders out on any one Sunday in 
1971, and usually quite a few more. No 
other group except the desert riders 
should have the decision as to whether 
they do or don’t want to race every 
week of the year except Easter, 
Christmas and New Years. 

Fourthly, we find seven clubs that 
were penalized for late results. Some of 
them truly deserved it, but a few other 
clubs with the same problems came up 
with weak excuses and were excused. 
The sad thing about this is that if you 
had someone at the meeting who could 
stomp his foot hard enough your club 
was cleared of charges. But other clubs, 
such as ours, were “nit picked” into 
oblivion because they were a “border 
line” case and had no one there to fight 
for their rights. Surely there could have 
been a better solution for this situation. 

I’m not kidding myself. I realize that 
any form of complaint at this date falls 
on deaf ears. But I think it is a dirty 
shame that running District 37 has 
become a political thing instead of 
serious business meant to be carried on 
with wisdom and diplomacy as well as 
democratically. We have the largest 
racing membership of any district. We 
should also therefore have the coolest 
governing body, but we don’t. 

If enough racers would rise up and 
force a change or two we possibly could 
again get the District 37 committee to 
rule for the members and by the will of 
the majority of the members. It will 
only happen, however, if others, like 
myself, raise their voices too.

RESPONSIVE LETTER 

To answer the letter from Bill Cappel, 
published in the November 2nd issue. In 
some instances it is necessary to 
minimize the length of motos, due to 
varied weather conditions the daylight 
hours available are unpredictable. It is 
realized that this condition is somewhat 
of a handicap to riders however, it’s a 
plague all race promoters or sponsors 
are burdened with during the winter 
months of the year. Cutting motos short 
at Indian Dunes Park is not due to the 
amount of entries, unlike smaller course 
the park will accommodate a vast 
amount of riders per moto. As is 
announced at each rider’s meeting prior 
to the race (if you attend them) the last 
set of motos may be lap scheduled 
according to available daylight hours. At 
no time is the first set of motos cut 
short. The average Junior rider 
completes seven to eight laps per 20 
minute moto on the two mile course, 
where it's determined necessary to 
minimize the second moto the rider 
generally completes five to six laps. At 
no time are motos minimized to a ten 
minute period. 

There has been no recent rate 
increase at Indian Dunes, mail entries 
(good up to 24 hours prior to event) has 
always been $5 and post entry $8. 
Additionally, all entry fees include free 
park entrance, is racing is costing you 
$1 per lap (as you indicated) “dial it 
оп”.

NO DISASTER 

I have read your article “Desert 
Ordeal" in the Nov. 2, 1971 issue of 
Cycle News. What а study in 
irresponsible journalism! It is hard to 
believe a publication of its stature 
would print such false and misleading 
statements without contacting officials 
of Baja Racing Association. You have 
the phone number and address. It is 
almost beyond belief and borders on 
libel. 

No member of Baja Racing Assn. nor 
the Palm Springs Dune Buggy Assn., 
which handled the race north of the 
border and furnished American check 
and radio personnel to back up our own 
Mexican personnel in Baja, ever told 
anyone we had more entries than we 
did. In fact, at the drawing for starting 
positions in Palm Springs on Sept. 11th, 
attended by most of the entrants, we 
told them exactly how many we had 
and offered to refund their entry fees. 
Many expressed their belief that this 
international race has a great future and 
said they wanted to run. So we acceded 
to their wishes and decided to go ahead 
with the event even though we knew we 
would lose money. One paid his entry 


_ fee that night. However, two later called 


and withdrew and we refunded their 
entry fees. 7 

Now as to personnel rescue, I quote 
from the paper I read at the drivers 
meeting concerning that portion of the 
race south of the border. “If you break, 
don’t leave the course. Get a ride to the 
next check if you can. If not, report 
your name and location to the next 
racer. -We will-fly the:course in‘a white 
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Stinson. If you need help, hold both 
arms up. If not wave us to go. We have 
to reach Colonia Gurerro before dark.” 
It is illegal to fly a single engine plane in 
Mexico after dark, and we reached there 
just at sunset. The racers were also 
advised to carry water and matches. 
Why didn't the two unfortunates send 
word of their whereabouts as 
instructed? We had people on standby. 
and would have arranged rescue by 
radio even after 10 p.m. when Larry 
Roeseler, age 14 reached the overnight 
check. In the meantime two racers 
reported to us that the Suzuki of John 
Davis had reached Mikes Sky Ranch. 
Mr. Davis report on the part of the 
course he rode being poorly marked is 
at odds with the comments of several 
racers who made a point of telling us it 
was well marked. There was a section 
further on, though, where some of the 
markers had been removed that did give 
some trouble. One racer reported seeing 
a cow eating one of our Webco arrows. 
The favorable comments of Armond 
Caprio are typical of those of most of 


the racers. How did you ever happen to- 


print them? Kind of a **throw the poor 
dog a bone" gesture? 

The remarks of Dean Goldsmith are 
not entirely accurate. Two BRA 
officials did land at check two but had 
no card table. Their purpose was to see 
if all was well with the check personnel 
sent by PSDBA. It was, so they left. 
Since there are no airport lights at 
Colonia Guerrero, they had to reach 
there before dark. 

Surely you would not expect check 
point personnel to exercise technical 
and safety authority if a driver sees fit 
to remove his helmet along the route. 

You spoke of the Mint and NORRA 
events. Does NORRA provide any form 
of personnel rescue in their Baja races? 
Not to my knowledge. 

In any event, what have you 
accomplished by running a cover story 
of 34 column inches of the incident 
when you devoted less than six inches 
to pre-race information and race results? 
You didn’t even see fit to list the race in 
your “Calendar” of coming events. This 
is a policy typical of metropolitan 
papers but hardly to be expected of 
Cycle News. 

I hope you will see fit to correct 
some of the misinformation you printed 
and undo some of the damage, although 
I realize it will be embarrassing. You 
owe it to your readers.

I have never seen a course that 
NORRA is marked or had a followup 
truck.

The roughness of the course 
is evidence that no bikes finished (I 
carried the last one that last fifty miles 
strapped to my rollbar) and only one 
buggy.

“Speedway and me...” 





Phew! What a month September has 
been with almost non-stop activity in 
my motorcycle world. I’ve started to 
write this story a dozen times but each 
time I have had to rush off somewhere 
to ride the speedways of Britain and 
Europe. 

I have had meetings in Norway and 
Denmark, in Poland and Czechoslovakia 
and fitted in nine meetings in Britain in 
a 25 day period of dashing here, there 
and everywhere. 

Fortunes, too, have been pretty 
mixed. It started with disappointment 
in Oslo when my chances in the World 
1,000 metre championship were 
shattered by motor troubles and ended 
in great excitement and elation when I 
was a member of the Great Britain team 
that went to Poland to win the World 
Team Speedway Cup. 

It’s probably easiest if I chronicle the 
events as they have been happening, so 
ГЇЇ start with that meeting in Oslo when 
my lousy luck with motor troubles 
continued. 

I kept on telling myself that I'd had 
enough bike problems this year and that 
my luck must change. But it didn't and 
in five rides during the meeting I had 
motor troubles on three occasions. 

Still, I had managed to put together 
enough points to get into the final race 
and though I knew I couldn’t win I was 
determined to leave my mark on the 
meeting. I was sniffing the fresh air out 
in front when the bike packed up with a 
broken rocker arm and I was placed 
sixth overall. 

Ivan Mauger won. the meeting, 
beating West German ace Manfred 
Poschenrieder by one point. The other 
three men to finish ahead of me were 
Runo Wedin (Sweden), Jan Kater (West 
Germany) and. . Bent | Norregaard 
(Denmark). 

This 1,000 metre championship has 
been given World title status this year 
and I look forward to the day when 
riders from the United States compete

Odd moment of the month for me 
was the day of the World Speedway 
Final in Gothenburg, Sweden. The sorry 
story of my elimination from this 
competition I mentioned in my last 
column, so for the first time since I 


made my World Final debut in 1954, I. 


had to sit this one out. 

What did I do while the boys were 
over in Sweden? Envied them like mad, 
of course, but I ‘spent that evening 
watching television and I don’t get much 
opportunity for that! 

As you probably saw, Ole Olsen of 
Denmark, who rides for Wolverhampton 
in the British League, won the meeting 
with a maximum and he proved his class 
a week later when he went to 
Czechoslovakia and won the big Golden 
Helmet meeting at Pardubice. 

It almost goes without saying that I 
lost interest in the Golden Helmet 
reasonably early in «the proceedings 
when I experienced mag troubles! 

All - the disappointments меге 
forgotten in Wroclaw, Poland, however, 
when the British team not only won the 
World Cup but really thrashed the 
opposition out of sight. We scored 37 
points, Russia was second with 22, 
Poland third on 19 points and Sweden 
fourth with 18. 

Poland was expected to win on their 
home track but such was | our 
domination that the Poles didn't 
provide one race winner. Of the 16 
heats British riders were first in all but 
five, including a spell when we won the 
last seven races. 

Ray Wilson scored a maximum 12 
points and Ivan got a couple of wins and 
a couple of second places to finish with 
10. Jim ‘Airey, making his first visit to 
Poland,, didn’t score in his first ride and 
then went out and won his three 
remaining races as if he was riding round 


“his home track up at Sheffield! . 


I trailed in last in my first ride after 
being baulked coming out of the first 
bend. I was leading in my second when 


half a lap from home the bike; just; cut. 


out...I'd run out of fuel! 

Now, people who know me will tell 
you that I’m not usually the sort of 
bloke who shows his anger. But I drifted 
round as the other three riders belted by 
me, pulled up by the fence and gave the 
bike one heck of a kick. I don’t think 
the Polish crowd had ever seen anybody 
do that before and they were taken a bit 
by surprise. 

But the crowd certainly knew what 
they thought of their team's 
performance. They whistled, the 
continentals do that, to show just how 
upset they were. It only made us go all 
the harder and I ended up on the 
happier note of winning my last two 
races. 

It was really a great day for us all and 
one that I won’t forget in a hurry. 

Now our British season has gradually 
drawn to a close with the last big 
meeting being the British League Riders 
Championship at Belle Vue, Manchester, 
on Oct. 16.

never found out. Quite strange. Sort of | 


liking not getting Asian flu when all 
your friends have got it. Makes you 
wonder what's wrong with you. 

Before long we. arrived at the 
Emergency Gas Check. I was plenty 
tired and one of the hardest things I 


ever did was leave to do the last 34 
miles. Fortunately, much of that was 
dirt road, though with a 30 mph 
schedule and being late to boot, there 
wasn’t any relaxation. This section was 
a little irritating because we were 
criss-crossing a valley back and forth, 
mostly over uninteresting fireroads, well 
aware that the club was simply trying to 
get within the legal limit for their 
125-mile National. They got 103 miles 
finally, but there was 20 miles of 
“padding”. 

After the run I went around and 
talked to a number of riders and came 


y ато 









up against one of those situations that 
makes life hard for a journalist. Virtually 
nobody’s opinion agreed with my own. 
I liked the run quite a bit. I’ve been 
griping about enduros that were either 
so easy they weren’t a challenge, or that 
were basically easy but with some 
impossible obstacle like a bottleneck or 
an impossible uphill. This one was 
different. It was plenty tough, (less than 
200 finished out of 750 starters) but 
there wasn’t anything a determined “B” 
rider couldn't get over. And it was 
interesting. Within the limits of desert 
riding, there was a lot of variety. 

As might be expected, the riders that 
didn't finish didn't like the run very 
much and comments ranged from 
obscenities to "the worst run I've ever 
ridden," from some guy with about a 
hundred finishing pins on his hat. But 
the surprise was that many experts 
didn't much like it either. 

I went up to Bob Steffan, who's in 
contention for a National Enduro 
ranking this year, and asked him how he 
liked the гил. “1 didn’t,” he said quietly 
and he didn’t seem to want to talk 
about it either. He estimated that he 
had lost about 40 points. Dave Ekins 
didn't like it either but he offered his 
reason. “It’s the kind of run that can be 
won by a Class B rider riding without a 
watch or speedometer. There should 
have been a Check before that 
downhill" Dave said, "to catch the 
riders who were riding 15 minutes ahead 
of schedule. The way it was, some Class 
B rider who's just riding as fast as be can 
will win and time-keeping won't even 
enter into it.” 

Ed Wight had still another reason. “1 
don’t like riding all those old, worn-out 
trails that have been used on a dozen 
different runs.” And he proceeded to 
tell me which parts of the run had been 
used on what previous runs. He’s ridden 
a lot more runs than I have. Bud 
Howesman, who’s been winning quite a 
bit lately, left before I could talk to 
him, but he reportedly said it was “one 
of the toughest runs he had ever 
ridden.” His wife, Ellie, didn’t finish 
which is rather rare. 

People ride enduros for different 
reasons, so what makes an enduro a 
bummer for one person makes it a great 
experience for another. Consider the 
case of George Verkamp. George 
finished the first loop with a flat tire, 
but he determinedly left on the second 
loop anyway. He finished, and within 
his hour, too. His rims were square, he 
had several spokes missing from the 
flattened wheel, his handlebars had 
come loose and been secured (sort of) 
with rope, and his gas cap was missing. 
But he finished. Probably the only thing 
he’s going to get for his effort is a little 
bronze frying-pan finishing pin, but I 
doubt if many people have got enough 
money to buy it from him.

Foley High Point;

FREMONT, CAL., Oct..29, 1971 — 
National Scrambles Champion Jim 
Foley didn't have to ride the final 
scrambles at Fremont Raceway to 
garner the overall high point trophy; he 
had enough points from the week 
before to just sit and wait for it to be 
given him and let arch rival John Gennai 
and Rick Hocking fight it out for 
honors in the 250 Division. 

But Foley is also after another honor 
this year, the District 36, ‘1’ plate and 
he is after that distinguished honor for a 
third year. He would also most likely 
capture the National scrambles title 
again. For these reasons, he will have to 
fight for the honor all the way to the 
end of November. 

The duel for the win in the 250 
Expert Main was between Gennai and 
Hocking as they decided the division 
point winner tied with 45 points apiece. 
Gennai grabbed the early lead with 
Hocking staying as close as possible 
without tripping over him. Three laps 
and Gennai had an unquestioned lead 
that he held until the checkered flew 
from starter Dave Souza. Foley was 
stuck in fourth putting Gennai three 
points closer: or around 16 points 
behind. 

Ken Eggers had the pole for the 125 
Jr. Main and was looking for a win in 
that class to cap off his great season's 
effort. As the flag flew, so did his chain 
and he had to sit out for the very first 
time. He had scored points in every 
other Main he rode for the past 11 
weeks. Eggers still won the division title 
with ease. 

As it turned out. Hocking made 
points in the 500 Expert class to be the 
only man to record points for the entire 
12 races. 

Hocking is one of the hottest items 
on the West Coast currently with a win 
at the recent Portland indoor and in the 
final running of the 500 Expert Main he 
rocketed to the win over Duane Spence 
and Foley to wind up 17 points ahead 
of second place Mike VanLienden. This 
was the biggest lead of the division titles 
and just shows how hot he really was 
for the last half of the season. 

Bill Budde capped off his run for the 
650 title with a win that brought him 
closer to Gennai’s lead but he still was 
second by seven points. That suspension 
in August and September cost him what 
probably would have been the win. 

The fight for high point in the 350 
division was easy for Jack Crider; his 22 
point total was untouchable. 

Pat Walker took home his fourth

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SAN FRANCISCO, CALIF., Nov. 5, 
1971 — A most unusual kind of circus, 
featuring motorcycles in place of 
trained animals, has been announced for 
Cow Palace on Saturday, Dec. 11. 
Entitled ‘Cycle Circus’, the show will 
consist of acts by some of the top 
motorcycle stuntmen in the country 
and will feature two performances 
during the one day show at 2 and 8 p.m. 

One of the major attractions of the 
show will be motorcycle jumps by a 
number of daredevils. A new indoor 
record will be attempted by ‘Super Joe’ 
Einhorn who requires the use of the 
Cow Palace lobby, and possibly even the 
front parking lot, in order to build up 
the necessary speed to make the jump. 
The rear freight entrance will be cleared 
in order to provide adequate space for 
him to slow down after completing the 
jump. 

‘Super Joe’ broke Knievel’s outdoor 
record, jumping the equivalent of 20 
cars, on Sunday, Oct. 31 at the Race of 
Champions at San Jose, Calif., which 
was filmed by ABC’s Wide World of 
Sports. Joe’s jump was certified by 
AMA officials as 144 feet, 15 feet 
further than Knievel’s longest successful 
jump to date, Einhorn, 23 years old, 
who lives in Richmond, Calif., recently 
accepted an open challenge by Knievel 
for a $50,000 winner-take-all showdown 
match jump. 

Another jumper who will be 
performing at the ‘Cycle Circus’ is a 
young man from Iowa whose jumps are 
quite novel. Steve Droste, 18, jumps 
over cars but does not use a landing 
ramp: 

One of the latest stuntmen to begin 
motorcycle jumping is a local man by 
the name of Gene Sullivan, son of San 
Francisco Examiner sports columnist, 
Prescott Sullivan. Gene, who has been 
proficient at riding on the rear wheel of 
a motorcycle for sometime, started 
jumping over 50 gallon steel drums a 
few months ago while on a tour through 
Colorado. For his act at the 'Cycle 
Circus', Gene plans to leap over 20 of 
the steel drums into a blazing wall, set 
afire as he starts his approach. 

*Cycle Circus' will also be featuring 
precision drill and stunt team acts, one 
wheel riding, clown. ‘acts, numerous 
novelty acts, such as riding backwards, 
dismounting a moving motorcycle and 
‘skiing’ behind it on steel shoes, and 
many more specialty performances. 

The producers of the show, I.S.C.E. 
Inc., are planning to travel the show to 
other major cities after the Cow Palace.

Habeck Repeats 
in High Desert100

BEND, ORE,, Oct. 24, 1971 — A 100 
miles for $100. That's how far Seattle, 
Wash., school teach Ken Habeck had to 
ride in the second annual “High Desert 
100". Habeck won last year's event also, 
and this year was almost a photo finish 
with Dick Jagow. Winning time: 3 
hours, 5 minutes. 

The day before the race it rained, 
sleeted, and snowed; it. was cold. 
Sunday morning the sun came out and 
warmed up to a perfect temperature for 
racing. The snow had disappeared on 
most of the course and it was a dust free 
event. Some guys commented about 
being able to see where they were going 
in the three mile drag race to the smoke 
bomb. They couldn’t hardly believe 
viding a desert event without dust. 

Two miles past the smoke bomb 
there was a culvert under the highway 
and your reporter went there for the 
action. The eventual winner Habeck, 
riding a Husqvarna, was first through 
the culvert, and 50 yards behind was 
“Grumph” mounted Dick Jagow. Third 
was CZ-mounted Frank Sunada and 
fourth was an unknown rider on a 
Triumph Rickman. After that the traffic 
got pretty heavy as the balance of the 
177 riders funneled through. 

Thirty-five miles out at the first gas 
check, it was Jagow in the lead. Not far 
behind was Habeck and Poweroll 
Performance Honda rider Randy 
Limbeck. Jagow built up a commanding 
lead on Habeck only to get lost in rocky 
terrain above the one family town of 
Millican, Later, down at Millican, Jagow| 





took the time to fully gas the 500 
Triumph engined Greeves. Habeck came 
flying in, took on one gallon of gas, and 
was gone in a flash. Jagow figured 
no-sweat and chased after him, only to 
follow him all the way to the finish line. 
With the finish line in sight, Jagow tried 
a longer route on a road in hopes to 
beat Habeck on the trail, but lost 
ground instead. Not far behind was 
Randy Limbeck riding a 145cc Poweroll 
Performance Honda for third overall 
and first in the 250 class. 

This cross-country event is unusual 
for the Northwest as it features a 100 
mile long course. Most cross-country 
events are three 30-mile loops or two 
50-mile loops. A 100-mile course is a lot 
more work, but it makes a much more 
enjoyable event for the riders. 

A more varied terrain would be hard 
to find. The first four miles were flat 
out running through sagebrush and 
sand, free of rocks. Then sand with 
rocks scattered here and there, then 
some fast fire roads and then rock piles, 
creek beds, mud, more rock piles and a 
little snow to keep you on your toes. 
Into the big pine trees for a real contrast 
to the sage brush and finally back to the 
finish. 

This time Central Oregon had its 
share of trophy winners with John 
Campbell winning the trail bike class, 
Randy Limbeck winning the 250 class, 
and Doug Aiken taking second in the 
Open class. Next Spring, the Cascade 
M.C. will hold another cross-country.

OLD BUSINESS: After two riders cards were pulled for an infraction, the Commissioner was 
asked why these same two riders were allowed to ride at Salinas. The Commissioner stated that 
he had in his possession both cards for both riders, that the riders called him and stated they 
wanted to go to Oregon on vacation, and could they have the AMA cards back. Because Oregon 
doesn't have a local district, the Commissioner gave back the AMA cards, but kept the Sportsman 
Cards, When the two riders attempted to sign up at Salinas, they were questioned by a member of 
the Sports Committee, who was told the Salinas Club was going to let them ride. Trumbull, 
5.Т.В.А., asked the Club Referee to intervene, but they were allowed to ride in District 35, 
without Sportsman, Cards, as the Commissioner did have them in his possession at the time. 
Scally, Palo Alto M.C. argued that no one had the right to pull the AMA Card. Woods, Hayward 
M.C., argues that Vancil, AMA, had told us we did have the right to pull the cards. The 
Commissioner was instructed to write to AMA, to get the correct answer in writing. 

Landsborough, Sports Committee, asked the Commissioner why he gave back Ron Carpenter's 
card, after he refused to have his motor pulled down for measurement. The AMA RUle Book 
states that for refusing to tear-down, the action shall be not less than one year. After two 
months, Carpenter told the Commissioner that his motor had been worked on and was legal, and 
could he have his card back. The Commissioner gave back the card, and was taken to task for not 
"Going by the Book". The Commissioner remarked that there seems to be two sets of values in 
the District...That for some of the rules, it seems to be O.K. to just overlook the culprits, and not 
enforce the rules as сову are written, and on other rules so “sock ії їо ‘ет" апа enforce the rule 
and the penalty to the hilt. We just cannot operate in this manner. Either all the way, or not at 
all. Stockton M.C. said that if the one year rule is not realistic, then we should change it. The 
Commissioner said that just because a rule called for such-and-such penalty, there could be 
mitigating circumstances that could, and should be considered. It was also brought out that the 
rider did have the right to appeal a card being pulled, in accordance with the District Rule Book, 
and that special рген of the Sports Committee are called to rule on the appeals. 

Anderson, Hi Hats M.C., discussed the tear-down fee, stating he didn't think the fee was high 
enough. McDonald told him that he has a proposal to the congress to rectify this problem, and to 
raise the fee, with the rider getting the fee, if the motor is legal. 

Link, Sports Committee, discussed some recent court decisions, and the effect it is having on 
other clubs in the District keeping land they once used so easily. Seems that the owners are 
becoming more aware of insurance requirements and fees because of the recent court actions. 

NEW BUSINESS: The District has rented a sound leval meter to be used at the various tracks 
to check the sound level now that we have been using silencers. It was rented because the 
availability of good new devices is bad, due to the dock strike, freeze, etc., but as soon as they 
become more available, the District will buy one to save on the rental fee. At the tracks that have 
been checked, the sound level is still above 92 DBA, but.is much quieter than in the past,. The 
clubs running events now are not pin-pointing the noisy machines, but are turning away no 
silencers at all. By the first of the year, we should have some specs from AMA, and 
manufacturers, as to what each silencer can be expected to produce, soundwise. 

RULE CHANGES FOR 1972: This started at about 9:30 p.m., and was still going strong until 
adjournment. The Commissioner called for a special meeting to be held on November 6th, 1971 
at Hayward M.C., 3800 Depot Rd., Hayward, which is a Saturday night for the purpose of 
further taking up the rules for 1972.

Jim McClinton won the Open 
Expert class on a Rickman over a lot of 
other classy British made machines. 

Howard Hinrichs on a Husqvarna 
took the 250 Amateur class with three 
firsts. 

The multitudes of Novice riders 
entered exceeded 400 and were not the 
Friday night TT regulars. They came 
from out of state, all of Northern 
California, and even from District 35. 
This was the first attempt at motocross 
by the American Canyon M.C., and it’s 
a sure bet their success will lead to 
more. 

The speedway has the facilities for 
track preparation including man-made 
mud holes. Track man Frank Blato 
knew about motocross from “On Any 
Sunday” and followed advisors on how 
to lay out the course. Winner Yarrow 
says, "it's a fine course — more like a 
rough scrambles, but it is an excellent 
start." He doesn't think the speedway 
track should be included as part of the 
course.

Motocross returns to Austin; 
Hackney, O'Leary prevail 
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Central

AUSTIN, TEX., Oct. 10, 1971 
Motocross has finally returned to Austin 
after a long absence. Track facilities 
now approach the standards expected 
by participants and spectators of an 
increasingly sophisticated sport. For 
participants, the track offered excellent 
traction throughout the first two heats, 
although a water track was sorely 
missed before the finals. Complaints of 
a narrow track vanished along with one 
toll-taking jump which regularly claimed 
even the best of riders. Spectators 
enjoyed johns and showers built on a 
genuine concrete slab. 

The 125 race mixed Juniors and 
Seniors together. Only one Junior, Sam 
Finger (Yam) was able to even begin to 
mix with the Seniors. Sam placed fifth 
overall but was clearly first in the Junior 
scoring. 

Senior Steve Hackney (Pen) 
seemingly needed the urging of Steve 
Stackable to get fast, since he finished 
only fourth in the first heat while 
Stackable adjusted the shifter on his 
Yamaha. The next two heats were 
Hackney’s, with Stackable. getting 
seconds, and Gary Bigley (Yam) earning 
a pair of threes. Since Stackable (amidst 
some confusion) was disqualified by his 
no-start, Hackney, Bigley, and Frank 
Hadeler (Pen) overalled that way. 

If ever a motocross could be mistaken

administered by federal agencies in the 
west, such. that the states cannot enact 
effective land closures." 

Secretary Morton emphasized that 
enforcement of such controls by federal 
agents would be an important aspect of 
land use curbs. “By the time you get the 
local marshall sobered up and out there 
where the problem is, the show’s over,” 
he said. 

Sponsored by Rep. John Kyl, 
R-Iowa, and eight other representatiwes, 
including some from Arizona and Utah, 
the bill is H.R. 10049, part of the Nixon 
Administration package on land use. 
The other two bills call for state-wide 
land use planning and the creation of a 
cabinet-level Department of Natural 
Resources to replace Interior, but it is 
the BLM organic bill that would apply 
to the off-road rider, as outlined by Mr. 
Morton. 

His description of off-road vehicle 
problems centered mostly оп the 
destruction of natural features that 
sometimes occurs, but he also 
mentioned vandalism and noise. 

The bill is very general in its wording, 
and in many cases it would only clarify 
authority that is already held by the 
BLM. 

The provisions that would potentially 
affect the cyclist include: 


——The section on management, 
which says “Land management shall 
include the regulation of all use, 
occupancy or development through 
permits, licenses, or such other form of 
authorization as the Secretary (of 
Interior) deems appropriate.” 

——‘“The requiring of land 
reclamation as a condition of use, and 
requiring performance bonds, 
guaranteeing such reclamation, of any 
person permitted to engate in extractive 
or other activity likely to entail 
significant disturbance to or alteration 
of the land.” 

~—And Secretary Morton’s 
enforcement clause, which reads: “the 
Secretary may designate and authorize 
employees as special officers who may 
make arrests or serve citations for acts 
committed on the public lands which 
are in violation of regulations identified 
pursuant to Section lla (which makes 
violations a misdemeanor with a 
maximum penalty of $10,000 and a 
year in prison.) 


According to Mr. Morton, it is this 
power to enforce that is currently 
questionable under the numerous laws. 

The requiring of performance bonds 
is already an accomplished fact with the 
BLM, and the management authority 
already exists, so the major impact of 
the bill, if passed, would come in the 
form of the new regulations that would 
follow, as encacted by an Interior 
Secretary who has publicly stated his 
intention. to “contro

GRAND JUNCTION, COLO., Sept. 26, 
1971 — Consitent money-winners Ron 
Baker and Sandy Harris herded their 
hurrying Husky over 260 very rough 
miles to take home Open and overall 
honors in Western Colorado’s fifth 
annual Eight-Hour Marathon near here 
today.

Cass 
took a hard rap in the ribs from his 
handlebars as he came bucking out of a 
Godawful gully early in the race and 
finished the day with a mighty sore 
chest. | 
Rugged Husky riders Gary Phillips 
and Ray Patton completed 23 laps, 
alongside Cass and Sutherland, and tied 
them for second place in the Open class. 
All the boys really got after it today. 
Open "winners Baker and Harris were 
never more than three and a half 
minutes behind Cass and Sutherland 
until the Husky riders passed the Maico 
in the pits late in the race, according to 
Sandy Harris. 

Total purse for the event was around 
$2400, including contingencies. First 
place finishers in each class won $150; 
second places garnered $100; third 
places won $50; top overall team got an 
extra $100. 

Two Maicos were entered and two 
finished, taking a first place and a 
second. Seven Kawasakis started and 
seven finished, taking a second, a third, 
two fourths, two fifths and one sixth 
place. Huskies had a record of three 
starters and three finishers, taking home 
a first, the overall prize money, a second 
and a third. 

Six Yamahas began the race, with 
two finishers taking a fifth, a sixth, a 
seventh, an eighth, a ninth and a 10th 
place.

Chaney Creek Enduro has Brave Souls

NEW WAVERLY, TEX., Oct. 17, 1971

— Many months before the Caney Creek 
Enduro was to take place, Calvin Klein, 
Richard Sanders and Don Schultz began 
planning, plotting and laying out plans 
for the best enduro Texas has seen. 
Trips were made to the forest to check 
out the best. possible route. A week 
before the enduro, the committee went 
up to set up the markings and take care 
of all the final details, trying to make 
the layout as near perfect as possible. 

Today, in spite of the mud, slush, and 
bees, over 586 riders turned out to ride. 
Promptly at 9:01 the first set of five 
bikes left the line on a dead engine start. 

The course itself was a hard and 
trying one, in dry weather; therefore, 
the 4.9 inches of rain on the previous 
day mingled with the misty showers of 
today, provided an outright challenge to 
those who rode. Some riders returned 
before the first check point, turned in 
their time tags, and sat back to watch. 

Those who did make the entire 
enduro (six check points) deserve some 
sort of medal for bravery above and 
beyond the call of duty. For the most 
part they were mud-soaked, with pieces 
of trees and bushes protruding from 
every possible angle; they were far 
beyond recognition. Apparently, the 
creek bottoms, logs, gullies, and other 
minor details were not going to keep the 
hard core riders from finishing. Several 
came in well after their key time, being 
three and four hours late, but still 
hanging in there. 

Ken Sharp of San Antonio, Tex., 
rode his Husky to an on-time finish 
(probably the only person to ride the 
entire enduro on time), and was the 
overall winner.

“Reata Pass Trials” with over 80 entries. 
Reata Pass is a pile of giant rocks of 
granite surrounded by the usual desert 
flora and most of the ground made up 
of decomposed granite. The 
temperature was in the mid 80’s and 
due to the granite little dust was 
noticed. Damage to the terrain was 
negligible. 

Expert riders rode 10 sections three 
times with three sections set aside for 
Experts only. No. 4 section was a duel 
section for Experts and Amateurs alike 
and proved to be the most challenging 
of the lot. No. 4 went between two 
horse- size boulders with several smaller 
ones between. The smaller rocks took 
their toll of points with some wheel 
grabbing cracks before the rider got 
smart and started using. motocross 
tactics. 

Amateur, Novice and Senior riders 
rode seven sections four times in a 
course that circled the pit area. 
Spectators were on hand in groves to 
cheer on all comers and even some 
fallers. C.A.T. in a few years should 
have some accomplished young riders as 
well as some experienced older ones. 

After it was all over many gathered in 
the pits for burgers and rocky mountain 
spring water (in cans). C.A.T. uses a 
computer type scoring machine utilizing 
score cards with punched holes and 
when the last rider is in all scores are 
posted and final. 

Arizona’s first trials club has not seen 
its first anniversary yet and already a 
second club is being formed in Tucson, 
Ariz. 

The Tucson group are operating 
under C.A.T.’s Charter by C.A.T. 
members and soon will blossom out as a 
new club known as Southern Arizona 
Trials Association, S.A.T.A. or S.A.T. 

C.A.T.’s Southern friends in Tucson 
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put on their third trials, Oct. 24 known 
as the “Silver Bell Trials”. The “Silver 
Bell” was truly an English Trials with 
rain, water and a general overcast day, 
with at least one rider wearing a full 
length rain coat. The Silver Bell counted 
45 entries to ride in a river bottom on 
slippery rock and sand with running 
water in every trap. 

To pick out one section in the Silver 
Bell Trials and call it hard would be an 
understatement. They were all tough, 
challenging, bitchy or some unprintable 
terms such as motorcyclists do not use. 
One section was made up of Jasper 
rock, blood red with eyllow streaks, add 
rain to all this and a running stream, 
break all the rock at.ungodly angles and 
season it with time and everyone agreed, 
though tired and bruised, it was a good 
section. 

Section’s 8 and.9 were back to back 
and over 100 yards long: A section that 
saw many three marks lost, where if you 
dropped a foot your only hope was to 
cut the damn thing off cause it was so 
hard to get back on the pegs. Some 
sections started out in wet sand and 
large pools that sucked at the tires only 
to make a sharp turn over some big 
slippery rock to end up with another 
full lock at the bottom. 

Yes, the Silver Bell was a good one 
you can always tell, they were bitching 
but at the same time smiling with a 
twinkle in their eyes to prove a trials 
does not have to be dangerous to be 
good. 

From the looks of things in Arizona, 
trials is on its way and should be ready 
with some challengers very soon. It is 
understood they plan one a month and 
maybe two with the Southern group in 
action and would like to see some out 
of state riders soon. -

ST. PETERS, Mo., Nov. 7, 1971 — The 
Missouri edition of the Trans-AMA was 
cold, dusty, and one of the best so far. 
Over 10,000 spectators turned out to 
see the world’s best ‘crossers attack the 
rugged course. In several cases, the track 
won. 

Bengt Aberg suffered the worst spill 
when he endoed on the second lap of 
the first 500 moto. The accident 
occurred at a nasty jump 100 yards from 
the starting line, an obstacle that forced 
two restarts in the 250 class. This killer 
was actually an isosceles triangle, 
twenty feet on each side, and perhaps 
thirty feet wide. Aberg missed a shift at 
the top and went over head first, his 
machine coming down on top of him. 
He was taken to the hospital with a 
broken collarbone. The track was 
rerouted to eliminate the treacherous 
pinnacle. 

Overall winner Heikki Mikkola was 
also injured, sustaining a broken toe 
when he was jammed by another rider 
at the start of the third moto. Though 
well back in the field, the Finn put ona 
display of fierce riding that had the 
crowd cheering as he moved up through 
the pack for a second place finish. 

Prior to Aberg’s spill, the 250 class 
had to contend with the triangular tank 
trap. Twice the National field stormed 
across the flat, open field toward the 
peak. Each time a few riders made it 
over and the rest stalled, fell down, ran 
into each other or went around it. 
After relocating the starting line, then 
moving it back to its original spot, 
officials sent the 250 class on to one of 
the less hazardous sections for the start. 
The pointed hump was thus eliminated 
for starts but remained part of the 
course for the first moto. t 

DeWayne Jones took an early lead in 
the first 250 moto, followed by Gary 
Chaplin (Mai), Dick Burleson (Hus), and 
Dick Robbins (Oss). Tim Hart (Mai) and 
Doug Grant (AJS) both got mediocre 
starts but quickly began moving up. 
Hart was soon past Robbins and moving 
up on Burleson, with Grant not far 
behind. Grant’s Ajay dislodged its entire 
exhaust system on the second lap, and 
the whole unit — pipe, chamber and 
stinger — was flopping about at the end 
of a single bracket. 

Grant should have been black-flagged, 
but the official at the finish line used a 
red flag, so Grant was allowed his fifth 
place. 


Hart soon passed Burleson and was 
hard after Chaplin when Jones’ gas tank 
sprung a leak, putting him out of the 
running. Barry Higgins’ CZ moved up 
steadily and overtook Grant and 
Burleson. Hart got around Chaplin at 
about the halfway mark. The finishing 
order was Hart, Higgins, Burleson, and 
Grant. 

The start of the first International 
moto scotched Joel Robert’s chances of 
a first overall when he fell in the first 
turn, after colliding with another rider. 
Joel had some harsh words for the 
fellow, and it appeared he was about to 
punctuate them with punches, but 
instead decided to rejoin the race. The 
World Champ rode like a world champ 
to catch up and moved up to finish 
eighth. 

Adolph Weil had the lead, followed 
by Mikkola and John DeSoto. Sylvain 
Geboers (Suz) and Torleif Hansen (Hus) 
moved into third and fourth spots, 
where they finished. Mikkola pushed 
Weil hard but each time the Finn got a 
wheel under the Maico, Weil pulled 
ahead. Geboers’ Suzuki deposited its 
exhaust system on the track but he 
finished third without it. 

The second National moto saw Tom 
Rapp (Bul) grab the lead with Glen 
Vincent (Hus), Hart and Wyman Priddy 
(CZ) chasing him. Hart quickly took 
over second place but couldn’t catch 
Rapp. Chaplin and Higgins moved 
through traffic to finish third and 
fourth. Grant repaired his exhaust but 
had more mechanical trouble. In the 
final go he lost a footpeg. Bruce Baron 
(Rickman) had the same problem in the 
first moto. St. Peters has thousands of 
stutter bumps; a place to stand is 
mandatory. 

It was Weil, Robert and Mikkola out 
front in the second International moto, 
but Weil’s machine broke on the second 
lap. Mikkola began stretching his lead as 
Robert’s Suzuki seemed to suffer some 
irregularity. Nonetheless he held on to 
second place, followed by Willi Bauer 
(Mai), Geboers and Roger DeCoster. 
Geboers soon captured third place, but 
Robert and Mikkola were far in front. 
Hansen managed to pick off Andy 
Roberton (Hus) and Bauer to finish 
fourth. DeCoster’s machine nibbled a 
piston. Mikkola won by a wide margin. 

Rob Norgaard had the misfortune of 
being at the end of the start line in the 
final 250 moto. As he came off the line 
the rubber band enveloped his machine 
and wrapped itself around everything. 


Chaplin got in front ahead of Hart 
and they stayed that way the whole 
race. Chaplin was riding hard and Hart 
never got within striking distance. Dick 
Robbins held third place but 
surrendered it early to Tom Rapp, who 
was being chased by Barry Higgins. 
Rapp made a strong bid to catch Hart, 
but Hart was going just as hard after 
Chaplin. At the end it was Chaplin, 
Hart, Higgins and Dick Mann (on a BSA 
250). Hart’s 1-2-2 finish made him 
overall winner. Mann hadn't. fared well 
in the first moto, but was eighth in the 
second and finish sixth overall. 

Weil and DeCoster had made repairs 
in time for the 500 class final. Robert 
was in front out of the first turn, with 
Weil, DeCoster and Hansen in pursuit. It 
was in this turn that Mikkola suffered 
the broken toe. Robert, out to make up 
for his spill in the first moto, began 
moving at an incredible pace. And he 
kept moving out for the whole race, 
never allowing anyone else anywhere 
near him. At the halfway mark he had a 
20-second lead over the next man. 

Geboefs passed Hansen to take over 
fourth as Mikkola, coming from about 
tenth place, begen his charge. He moved 
past Hansen on the sixth lap. Geboers 
got around DeCoster, and began to 
catch up with Weil. Mikkola flew past 
DeCoster as Geboers put the pressure on 
Weil, finally passing him. Suddenly 
Mikkola went around Weil and was right 
on Geboer’s rear wheel. 

This was the best racing of the day as 
Geboers and Mikkola battled for the 
advantage. The Flying Finn then moved 
past the Suzuki and kept riding at full 
tilt in pursuit of Robert. Mikkola had 
cut Robert’s lead by ten seconds but 
was unable to make up that much more 
ground. Nonetheless, he had given one 
of the finest displays of motocross 
riding this writer has witnessed, and he 
did it with a broken toe. 

It give Heikki great pleasure to beat 
the Swedes, some of whom consider the 
Finns mere upstarts in motocross 
competition. It makes his competitive 
spirit all the stronger. As he was leaving 
for the hospital after the race, Heikki 
pointed to his right foot (shifting foot 
on a Husky) and said, “No more racing 
in America, I think." He spoke of 
returning to Finland. If that’s so, the 
Trans-AMA series has lost one of its 
very finest racers, 

Injuries notwithstanding, the St. 
Peters Trans-AMA must be considered 
an unqualified success.

The Trials And Tribulations Of Trials 


The Norl Fellow is the pen name of a motorcycle equipment dealer in Birmingham, 
England. The author has participated extensively in trials events, both as a rider and 
an official. This is the fifth in a series of articles covering the rules and techniques of 


As so many trials riders are 
individualists it is not unusual to find 
these worthies of the opinion that they 
could build a creditable trials iron and 
having the necessary facilities, seek to 
find the formula of frame construction. 
The design itself will of course depend 
on the power plant being used. 
However, there are certain basic 
requirements in layout which may be of 
help and for my information I credit 
that freely given by that King of frame 
builders...Eric Cheney whose products 
are world famous. He has the gift of 
wrapping one of his frame masterpieces 
around just any engine with the finished 
product looking “right”. Early this year 
he exhibited a complete motocross 
Cheney-Ducati 450cc and this engine 
with its massive oil containing sump 
would surely present a nightmare for 
the tube manipulator. But the finished 
product looked ready to take on 
anything in the motocross world. 

So Eric lays down the use of 1% 
diameter 16 gauge tubing of Reynolds, 
531 or T45 quality for the main frame 
and swinging arm with %” diameter for 
the sub frame members. The steering 
head stock tube to accommodate 
tapered roller bearings of 2" O.D. x 1” 
LD. x !?" depth. This type of bearing 
which takes load and thrust is also 
adjustable and the use of any other 
bearing for this important job is on the 
score of cheapness — which is not in the 
Cheney books of words. 

Forgeometry plays a big part in the 
steering qualities of a bogwheeler and 
for this use fork yokes using the 
telescopic variety as with Ceriani and

Joints are nickel bronze welded in the 
interests of avoiding tube "burning" as 
less heat is required. 

Front forks and rear damping shocks 
are a matter of choice of make but 
quality bears its own reward in the 
finished article. Appreciate that 
damping requirements are softer than 
required for motocross but firm enough 
to prevent “bottoming” of either forks 
or shocks. 

It is a good plot that the front down 
tube is splayed into twin smaller gauge 
tubes beneath the engine to which can 
readily be attached on positioned lugs a 
bash plate for protection against engine 
damage from rocks. 

And avoid the mistake of leaving the 
exhaust system and air cleaner box as 
the final touch or as so many budding 
frame builders have found a centrally 
disposed exhaust port pipe will not go 
through a single down tube. So when 
offering up the engine to your frame 
mock-up include the complete exhaust 
system and air cleaner box or unit so 
that the frame tubing will wrap round 
these. And when having lined up your 
engine/gearbox unit with the rear drive 
sprocket do fit the rear chain to ensure 
that it clears the swining arm cross 
member or the lower end of the seat 
tubes if the splayed wide twin tubes are 
used. And make such checks with the 
swinging arm at extremities of travel. 

Give some study to the pivot point of 
the rear brake pedal particularly if rod 
operated brake as incorrect placing will 
result in brake application on the rise or 
fall of the swinging arm and the riders 
foot is poised just over the brake lever. 

Other fitments to choice are merely a 
study of existing trials machinery and 
selecting the best for your purpose.

LAST CHANCE : 

Is dirt riding doomed? Without a 
doubt, this is your last chance to stop 
Assembly Bill 3069 from being enacted 
into law. And, when that happens, you 
might as well bronze your dirt-bikes and 
use them for book-ends. 

This column has carried numerous 
requests for letters to your elected 
representatives asking them to vote NO 
on AB 3069. In addition, MORE has 
printed and distributed 22 ,000 
newletters asking for such letters. 

When Mr. Z’berg introduced AB 
2985, which also would have virtually 
eliminated dirt-riding, your response 
was overwhelming. You flooded the 
State Capitol with letter of protest. And 
we killed AB 2985 almost overnight!

AB 3069 has nowhere equalled your 
opposition to AB 2985. And AB 3069 is 
moving right on through the legislative 
machine.

Worth, Tex., put two more wins 
beneath his name again today and was 
the big money winner at Mosier Valley 
Motocross Park’s first event of the year. 

More than 500 spectators witnessed 
Priddy’s domination of the 250 and 
Open Senior classes as he topped Phil 
Snipes (CZ) and David Musick (Hus) in 
overall points in their respective classes. 

Snipes led each of the three 250 Sr. 
motos at the start but Priddy worked up 
to take over the leead in the first and 
third rounds. In the second leg, a poor 
start and a stalled engine left him in 
third, still good for the overall win, 
however. 

Priddy then cleaning swept the Open 


‘ranks in the three rounds ahead of 


Musick. 

Mike Johnson (Pen) put together a 
pair of come-from-behinders to chalk up 
wins in the first two rounds of the 125 
Sr. class; and settled for second in the 
other to take that class. 

Factory Carabela rider Randy 
Carthel, on a Penton today while his 
machine is being serviced, supplied 
much of the competition as he led the 
first moto, was passed by Johnson, 
regained the lead when Johnson 
dumped it, and lost it again as Johnson 
rallied back. He then led the second leg 
all the way up to the final tour when 
Johnson again slipped by. 

All this time, Mike Terry observed 
the action in third place and decided to 
get in on it during the final moto; he led 
all the way but it was still only good 
enough for third overall. 

Dave Clements throttled his Montesa 
to a pair of wins in the 125 Jr. class to 
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changed the intent of AB 3069. 

Mr. jack Edwards, who is the 
lobbyist for the California Four Wheel 
Drive Federation, and I, argued that Mr. 
Z'berg's amendments in no way changed 
the Bill We also argued that the 
off-road vehicle enthusiasts’ greatest 
objection was to the blatant misuse of 
funds derived for off-road vehicle parks 
and trail systems. That these funds 
should not be used to survey all State 
Lands to determine where off-road 
vehicles should not be operated. 

In spite of our opposition, five of the 
six Senators present voted in favor of 
passing AB 3069. Those Senators were:

Dennis E. Carpenter, Orange County 

Arlen Gregorio, San Mateo County 

Albert S. Rodda, Sacramento, Cnty. 

The sixth member was Senator H. L. 
Richardson of Los Angeles County, and 
he argued in our favor and voted NO on 
AB 3069. Three cheers for Senator 
Richardson, who had the gumption to 
‘buck’ his Committee Chairman and 
vote for what he knew to be right. 
Senator Richardson is a man whom we 
must really campaign for at the time of 
his next election! 

At the risk of being unkind to the 
other five Committee Members who 
were present, I would like to offer my

impression of what happened (This 
impression was also shared by many 
other persons in that room, even though 
they had no connection whatsoever 
with AB 3069):

had objected to the Bill. Even though 
the amendment did not change the Bill 
at all! 

And Chairman Nejedly got in his 
licks, too, by asking irrelevant questions 
about motorcycle noise, trespass upon 
private property, and other degradable 
acts by motorcyclists. There is no 
denying that these things occasionally 
happpen, but they were not items under 
consideration with respect to AB 3069. 
It was merely a continuance of Senator 
Nejedly’s anti-motorcycle campaign. 

And, at one point, one of the actors 
forgot his lines and began to take 
serious objection to AB 3069. Mr. 
Z'berg was quick to remind the objector 
that he, the objector, had a Bill to be 
heard by Mr. Z'berg's Committee. And 
with that, the actor returned to his 
rehearsed lines. 

Now, recognize that the foregoing is 
only my impression of what happened. 
If I were to state that it actually 
happened, someone might consider it 
libelous because ‘vote-trading’ is not a 
thing that honest men do. 

Again, three cheers for. Senator 
Richardson: an honest man who fears 
no evil! 

AB 3069 will be heard by the Senate 
Finance Committee on November 8th. 
We will be there to oppose it once again. 
However, if it passes that Committee, it 
will go next to the Senator Floor. We 
can stop it there if each of you will 
write a letter to your Senator asking 
him to vote NO on AB 3069. 

Just to be doubly safe, write a 
second, and possibly more important 
letter, to Governor Reagan (State 
Capitol Building, Sacramento, CA 
95814) asking him to veto AB 3069 on 
the grounds that it is a mis-use of the 
funds derived for motorcycle and 
mini-bike parsk.

MYTH: 


YOU SHOULDN'T GO TRAILING 
WITH A RACEBIKE 


For years guys have been saying that any bike that could win 
races would be too temperamental for trailing, that the power 
band would be too narrow. They couldn't be more wrong. 
The same things that make a bike great for cross-country 
racing or moto-crossing make for a great trailbike: a wide 
power band with plenty of low-end torque, superb handling, 
and maximum reliability.

In the world of Master’s trials you 
have your choice of three superb 
weapons: the Bultaco Sherpa T, the 
Montesa Cota and the Ossa Plonker. 
Any one of the machines is capable of 
winning and no Master would dream of 
blaming his equipment for his failure to 
win. It follows that any one of the three 
will be perfectly adequate as a 
competition machine for any rider of 
less than Master’s skill. 

The three machines are close to the 
ultimate, but only close. Refinement is 
possible and is being done at every 
opportunity. Each of the three 
manufacturers is trying to get an "edge" 
on the competition with small 
improvements. The refinements are 
usually changes that make the bike “‘fit”’ 
better, or make it more pleasant to own 
and service, rather than more 
functional. So let’s look at the Sherpa T 
and see if it’s a bike that you might like, 
assuming that you’re thinking about 
riding trials or perhaps an Amateur. Any 
Expert or Master will probably already 
know more about the bike than the 
manufacturer! 
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Note the slim lines on the new Sherpa. Turns 
pretty sharp too. 
































|f this isn't enough ground clearance for y. 


New on the Sherpa T this year is 
what was called last year the “Campeon 
Kit". It consists of a ultra-thin.gas tank 
and seat combination combined with a 
new muffler system. This new set-up, 
now standard, allows the rider to be 
much more mobile on the bike. He can 
actually put his knees together while 
standing on the pegs! A disadvantage 
would seem to be more limited gas 
supply but in fact the tank will take 
over a gallon which is more than 
adequate for most trials. 

But let's start at the beginning, with 
the wheels. The wheels come dressed in 
knobbies which is an embarrassment for 
the true trials rider. For trials, one uses 
trials tires and for advanced work, one 
uses two-ply trials tires. So the serious 
boys must immediately invest in two 
new tires and a couple hours of work. 
On the test bike that I was given, this 
change had already been made. The rims 
are akront type: Lightness and strength 
have won over. self-cleaning ability and 
ease of dent removal. In this rider’s 
mind, the advantages and disadvantages 
of aluminum and steel rims are just 
about equal, so it becomes a matter of 






am a 


ou, get a helicopter! 


personal preference. 

The front forks on the Bultaco are a 
thing of wonderment. They provide 
6%” of travel that is so smooth it would 
make a baby buggy feel harsh by 


comparison. If they’re not set up 
correctly they also provide several 
uncomfortable degrees of twisting 


motion. The trick is to tighten down the 
caps on the top of the forks to about 
150 ft. Ibs. before tightening the pinch 
bolts. Then they stay straight. The 
handlebars seemed quite comfortable to 
me. Controls are the pressed steel 
variety which are good for one 
bend-and-straighten operation before 


they break. I would replace them with 
Magura or similar if I owned the bike. 
While I was ateit, I would also replace 
the front fender which is aluminum and 
extremely fragile. 

The fiberglass of the new gas 
tank-seat combination is very nicely 
finished and offers no cause for 
criticism. It has a neat screw-in tank lid 
which is vented into the fork crown. 
The Sherpa T has a seat and that's about 
the most you can say for it. 

The shock absorbers are a trade-off. 
They work extremely well and they are 
extremely light, almost two pounds 
lighter than more conventional shocks. 
But they also bend and break quite 
easily, especially if you fall down. Rich 
Bledsoe, one of the country's top trials 
riders, told me that the difference in 
weight is much the more important 
factor and he should know. As a 
beginner, I might put on something a 
little more sturdy until I reached the

point where two pounds was really 
critical. I bent one of the shocks during 
the test. Rich straightened it for me. 
They're really quite easy to straighten. 

Moving forward, we come to the 
chain tensioner. This is a device which 
keeps the power to the rear wheel 
smooth and even. It's quite necessary 
for precise control and it works well. 
You must remember that it's there, 
however, so that you don't leave it on a 
passing rock. The pegs are folding, quite 
an improvement over earlier models, 
and they seem to be quite substantial 
and break-proof. The brake lever is a 
pressed steel gismo that is tucked in as

well as any I have ever seen. It, too, 
seems indestructible. 

Some day I would like to see the left 
leg of a genuine Spaniard. The Spanish 
bikes all seem to have kick starter levers 
designed for some form of life I have 
never encountered. They surely don't fit 
Americans. The Bultaco isn't the worst, 
but it's bad enough. The only way to 
start the bike is to reach down with you 
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hand and bring the kick starter to some 
position where you can reach it with 
your foot and hope the contortion 
doesn’t put your knee permanently out 
of joint. 

On the other side of the bike is the 
gear shift lever, which is mounted high 
and out of the way, and the exhaust 
system which is a joy to behold. Very 
few motorcycle manufacturers have 
really been able to cope with the 
exhaust problem. Either they have a 
monstrosity that burns your leg and 
breaks off every time you fall, or it’s 
tucked in in such a way that it’s 


impossible to remove it in the first place 
and necessary to remove it every time 
you want to change a plug in the second 
place. The Bultaco exhaust system is 
superbly engineered. It’s both cds in 


and accessible. It's quiet. It doesn't burn 
your leg. It's unbreakable. What more 
could you ask? Well, a spark arrester 
maybe. That's coming in a couple 
months, so they say. The muffler is 
actually two parts. The second part was 
missing when I received the test bike 
but it further quiets the already quiet 
system. 

The Bultaco Sherpa T engine is 
something only a trials rider could love. 
It’s a 250 that puts out about the same 
amount of power as a healthy 125. But 
it puts out that power from about 5 
rpm to 5000 rpm. And nice heavy 
flywheels make sure that nothing in the 
power department happens very 
suddenly. The engine starts easily and 
runs oh-so-smoothly. And while: the 
actual power isn't that impressive, it's

sufficient to get the Sherpa T up hills 
that would have old four-stroke-singles 
advocates talking to themselves. The 
gear box is a bit on the strange side too. 
First, second and third are close 
together and then there’s a big jump 
from 3rd to 4th and 4th to 5th. The 
bike will cruise at about 65 mph, if 
you’re so inclined. 

To test the Sherpa T, I rode it ina 
trials that was put on by one of the 
local clubs down at Escape Country. It 
was quite a lot of fun and I found out 
what was vulnerable on the. bike and 
some of the features that I really liked 
but I didn’t learn much worth reporting 
about the handling and such. After all, 
the bike in almost stock trim has won 
World and National Championships, so 
what can I say that's meaningful about 
the handling? For novices I can offer 
one bit of advice: There's a piece of 
frame tube that bends around behind 
the seat. If you get out of shape this 
piece of tubing will come up and smite 
you a terrible, painful blow on your tail. 
Both I and another young novice 
experienced this and both of us will 
long remember the tearful experience. 
Pad that bar. 

For someone who's used to off-road 
riding on a traditional desert sled or 
motocross machine, a trials bike is an 
exhilarating experience. You discover 
areas of control in your riding that you

never knew existed. Wheelies are easy 
and you can tackle hills that would 
normally scare you to death. You can 
actually steer a path through a rock 
field instead of just hanging on while 
the rims turn square. If trials are your 
bag, the Sherpa T might well be your 
best bet, but it depends on your 
personality. But even if you don’t really 
like trials all that much, you might still 
consider owning a Sherpa T for a bit 
and riding a few trials just for the 
improvement that it will make in your 
other riding. Did you know that many 
European motocross stars started out as 
trials riders?

Junior riders Miller, Rick Anderson, 
Mike Bumgarner, Dan Hopkins, Rick 
White and Bob Brooks will bear 
watching next season by virtue of their 
most recent performances while under 
pressure of Senior riders. All have 
shown tremendous potential despite 
obvious weaknesses time will improve. 

The Trojan racing strip, dried by the 
gusty winds, developed into one 
miserable affair for Sanders, who set a 
new record for himself by spilling in 
three consecutive heat events. Quickly 
to take advantage was Doty, who won 
all three heats, and Revels the fourth. 

Trojan fans, after experiencing one of 
the coldest nights of competition, 
would sure welcome a_ wind-breaker 
behind the stands, something that the 
management should look into. In most 
cases, sponsor is a cinch to pick-up the 
advertising space for a small fee to the 
track.
